- The panel carrier of claim 9, wherein one side of the plate of at least one 
attaching element has a plurality of clamping sections for engaging with the 
corresponding cannelures of the interior surfaces of the box.- 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 3-5, 7-1 1 and 26 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

4. As to claim 9, the prior arts of record do not anticipate or renders obvious to one 
skilled in the art a panel carrier comprising various elements as claimed, more 
specifically a plurality separate attaching elements, each attaching element comprising 
a plate and two opposing ends, wherein the two opposing ends of each attaching 
element are independently receivable into any of the corresponding cannelures on the 
two opposing interior lateral surfaces to partition the interior of the box into a plurality of 
compartments of various sizes, and at least one side of the plate comprises a plurality 
of protruding edges such that any pair of the neighboring protruding edges of adjacently 
disposed attaching elements constitutes a slot for accommodating a panel. 

5. The closet references Ejima (USPAT 5,873,468), Matsuda (USPAT 6,096,808) 
and Iwamoto (USPAT 5,950,836) alone or in combination fail to teach or suggest the 
claimed panel carrier specifically the limitations such as each of the attaching element 
being independently receivable into any of the corresponding cannelures on the two 
opposing interior lateral surfaces to partition the interior of the box into a plurality of 
compartments of various sizes, and at least one side of the plate of the attaching 
element comprising a plurality of protruding edges such that any pair of the neighboring 
protruding edges of adjacently disposed attaching elements constitutes a slot for 
accommodating a panel are considered novel.
